ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information,  m 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
my  Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health, 
and  a  record  of  the  administrative  work  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1918,  together  with  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  Borough.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  and 
action  taken  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  the 
Midwives’  Acts,  and  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act, 
is  also  included  in  the  Report. 

Summaries  are  also  included  in  the  Report  of  the  general 
public  health  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  and  the  action 
taken  in  respect  of  infectious  disease  and  the  measures 
adopted  for  the  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  death-rate  of  the  Borough  was  higher  than  for 
several  years  past,  owing  to  the  serious  epidemic  of  Influenza 
in  the  autumn. 

A  large  amount  of  work  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  for  the  Military  Authorities,  chiefly  in  connection  with 
the  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  from  neighbouring  camps  and  of  cases  landed  in  the 
Port. 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Port  of  South¬ 
ampton  is  appended  at  the  end  of  the  Borough  Report.

POPULATION. 

The  estimates  of  the  population  of  the  County  Borough 
of  Southampton  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  calculation 
of  the  birth  and  death-rate  for  the  year  1918  are  as  follows: —

The  Registrar-General,  in  estimating  the  death-rate 
population,  excludes  all  non-civilian  males,  whether  serving  at 
home  or  abroad.  This  has  been  found  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  arriving  at  the  local  death-rates,  because  it  has 
proved  impossible  to  transfer  the  deaths  of  non-civilians  to 
their  areas  of  residence  or  to  deal  in  any  other  satisfactory 
manner  with  the  local  mortality  of  this  element  of  the 
population. 
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The  birth-rate  population  is  intended  to  include  all  the 
elements  of  the  population  contributing  to  the  birth-rate. 
It  consists,  therefore,  of  the  death-rate  or  civilian  population 
plus  all  non-civilians  enlisted,  whether  serving  at  home  or 
abroad. 

All  local  observations,  however,  indicate  that  the  death- 
rate  population  is  under-estimated,  every  house  in  the  Borough 
being  occupied  and  more  crowded  than  at  the  census  in  1911, 
when  the  population  enumerated  was  119,012,  and  836  build¬ 
ings  used  as  dwellings  were  returned  as  unoccupied. 
Moreover,  1,462  houses  have  been  erected  since  the  census, 
and  if  these  are  added  to  the  number  of  houses  vacant  at 
the  census  but  now  occupied,  and  multiplied  by  the  average 
number  of  persons  per  inhabited  building,  it  represents  an 
additional  population  of  over  12,000 


BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  amounted 
to  2,533,  which  is  an  increase  of  120  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  was  484.  The  birth-rate  was  equal  to  a  rate 
of  19.77  per  1,000,  which  is  an  increase  of  0.94  over  the  year 
1917,  but  a  decrease  of  2.74  compared  with  the  average  rate 
for  the  previous  seven  years — 22.51.

Of  the  2,533  births  registered  1,313  were  males  and,  1,220 
females,  the  proportion  of  male  births  being  1,076  males  to 
every  1,000  females.  The  proportion  in  1917  was  967,  and 
the  average  for  the  10  years  1907— -1917  was  1,043  males  to 
every  1,000  females. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  162 
compared  with  152  in  1917,  155  in  1916,  and  ri6  in  1915. 
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The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  to  every  1,000  births

The  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  affects 
the  r^te  of  infantile  mortality,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  statistics 
given  under  that  heading. 

DEATHS, 

The  death-rate  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  s  1918 
amounted  to  17.92  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  3.47  higher  than 
in  the  previous  year  and  3.79  above  the  average  for  the 
pevious  seven  years. 

This  increased  mortality  was  entirely  due  to  the  Influenza 
epidemic  in  the  autumn,  and  in  order  to  And  so  high  a  death- 
rate  it  is  necessary  to  go  back  to  1899,  when  the  death-rate 
was  19. 1  Further  details  of  the  epidemic  are  given  later  on 
in  the  report. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered 
in  the  Borough  amounted  to  2,321,  compared  with  1,743  in 
1917.  Of  this  number  11S  were  deaths  of  non-residents  and 
285  were  soldiers,  and  are  deducted  from  the  total. 

On  the  other  hand,  1 3 1  deaths  of  residents  of  the 
Borough  occurred  in  other  districts  in  England  and  have 
been  transferred  to  the  total  occurring  in  the  Borough.  The 
corrected  total  of  deaths,  therefore,  is  2,049,  the  highest 
total  yet  registered. 

The  deaths  of  males  amounted  to  1,066  and  of  females 
to  983.

The  death  rate  m  each  of  the  old  civil  parishes  of  the 
Borough  was:  Town  21.0,  Portswood  15.0,  Shirley  14.5. 

The  death-rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1918 
was  17.7,  and  in  the  96  great  towns,  including  London,  17.6. 

Of  the  total  of  2,321  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
885  occurred  in  Institutions,  which  is  equal  to  38  per  cent,  of 
the  total,  or,  after  deducting  military  cases,  29.4. 

The  Institutions  m  which  deaths  occurred  were:  Isolation 
Hospital  (civil),  43;  Parish  Infirmary,  238;  Royal  South  Hants 
and  Southampton  Hospital,  161;  Workhouse,  162;  Shirley 
Children’s  Hospital,  6;  Nursing  Homes,  23;  Military  Hospitals, 
252. 


During  the  first  half  of  the  year  there  was,  in  comparison 
with  some  previous  years,  little  evidence  of  the  existence  of 
Influenza;  only  six  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  and  no  deaths  occurred  during  the  three 
months  ending  June  29th. 

At  the  beginning  of  July,  however,  a  sharp  outbreak  of 
Influenza  occurred,  ten  deaths  being  registered,  all  of  which 
were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  45  years,  the  majority  being 
complicated  with  a  severe  type  of  broncho-pneumonia.  '  This 
small  outbreak  soon  abated,  but  cases  of  the  same  type 
occurred  from  week  to  week  until  the  second  week  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  when  there  was  a  recrudesence  of  the  disease, 
accompanied  by  complications  of  a  very  severe  and  fatal 
character. 

The  epidemic  seemed  to  appear  generally  throughout  the 
Borough,  no  district  apparently  being  exempt.  It  reached 
its  maximum  about  the  second  week  in  October,  83  deaths 
from  Influenza  and  10  deaths  from  Pneumonia  being  regis¬ 
tered  during  the  week  ending  19th  October,  when  the  death- 
rate  from  all  causes  for  the  week  was  57.4  per  1,000,  including 
an  Influenza  death-rate  of  37.5. 

The  epidemic  had  practically  ceased  by  the  middle  of 
November,  the  time  taken  for  the  wave  of  the  disease  to 
pass  over  the  town  being  from  six  to  eight  weeks,  in  this 
respect  being  similar  to  previous  visitations  of  Influenza. 
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This  epidemic,  however,  was  markedly  different  in  the 
age  incidence  of  persons  affected.  In  the  severe  epidemic  of 
1892  in  Southampton,  when  the  deaths  in  one  week  were 
equal  to  a  rate  of  82.9  per  1,000  persons  living,  66  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  were  over  55  years  of  age.  In  the  present 
epidemic  the  percentage  over  55  years  was  12.5,  while  61.6 
of  the  total  deaths  were  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45  years. 


The  epidemic  was  general  throughout  the  Borough,  over¬ 
crowding  or  poverty  apparently  having  no  effect  on  the  inci¬ 
dence  of  the  disease,  although,  of  course,  skilled  treatment 
and  nursing  helped  considerably  to  prevent  complications,  and 
thus  reduced  mortality.  Although  in  one  or  two  small  areas 
the  mortality  was  excessive  when  compared  with  others,  yet 
no  definite  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  the  statistics  of  the 
death-rate  from  the  disease  in  the  Municipal  Wards.  The 
highest  death-rate  (3.82)  was  in  Freemantle  Ward — which 
is  not  an  overcrowded  or  unhealthy  neighbourhood — and  the 
lowest  in  Portswood  (1.98).  In  the  Town  Ward,  which  has 
by  far  the  highest  average  general  death-rate,  and  perhaps 
contains  the  most  overcrowded  areas,  the  death-rate  from 
Influenza  was  2.65,  the  death-rate  for  the  whole  Borough 
being  3.01. 


No  special  incidence  was  discernible  in  special  occupa¬ 
tions,  but  spread  of  infection  was  undoubtedly  greater  in 
those  persons  working  in  factories  and  workrooms,  and 
offices.  This,  however,  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  those  working  there  were  of  an  age  most  susceptible  to 
the  epidemic. 

The  arrival  at  Southampton  on  the  21st  September  of 
H.M.T.  “  Olympic,”  from  New  York,  probably  aggravated 
the  epidemic,  which  was  then  commencing  in  the  town.  This 
vessel  landed  5,983  American  troops  and  758  crew.  Over  500 
cases  in  the  early  stages  of  Influenza  amongst  the  troops 
and  crew  were  reported,  one  death  occurring  as  the  ship 
arrived.  Many  of  the  crew  had  their  homes  in  the  town, 
and  the  troops  were  dispersed  to  various  camps  and  to  the 
Rest  Camp  on  the  Southampton  Common.  Owing  to  the 
serious  condition  of  many  of  the  cases  that  occurred  at  the 
Rest  Camp,  part  of  our  Isolation  Hospital  was,  at  the  request 
of  the  American  Army  Authorities,  placed  at  their  disposal 
for  the  treatment  of  the  most  severe  cases,  the  medical  and 
nursing  staff  being  provided  by  them. 
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One  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  were  admitted,  41  of 
which  proved  fatal,  including  an  American  Army  Nurse. 
Several  of  the  cases  ran  a  very  rapid  course,  the  broncho¬ 
pneumonia  being  fatal  in  less  than  24  hours. 

As  far  as  was  possible,  precautions  were  taken  to  deal 
with  the  epidemic;  all  the  elementary  schools  of  the  town 
were  closed  from  10th  October  to  1st  November.  The 
secondary  schools  were  closed  for  two  weeks,  and  the  Sunday 
schools  on  Sunday  13th  and  20th  October.  The  proprietors 
of  the  Cinema  Theatres  were  also  requested  not  to  hold 
matinees  for  children  during  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic, 
and  the  Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations,  1918,  with 
respect  to  places  of  amusement  were  put  into  operation. 
Notices  were  also  inserted  in  the  local  Press,  advising  what 
precautions  should  be  taken.

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia 
amounted  to  184,  compared  with  an  average  of  104  during 
the  previous  five  years.  The  primary  cause  of  the  disease 
was  probably  Influenza  in  many  of  these  cases,  although 
not  stated  on  the  death  certificate.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  recorded 
during  the  year  amounted  to  233,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of 
92  per  1,000  births  registered  during  the  same  period.  The 
rate  is  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  which  was  86.2,  and 
also  above  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1913 — 1917, 
which  was  86.1. 

In  the  96  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  for  1918  was  107.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  operation  in  the 
Borough  on  the  9th  March,  1908.  This  Act  requires  any 
person  in  attendance  upon  the  mother,  within  six  hours  after 
the  time  of  birth,  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
such  birth  in  writing  within  thirty-six  hours  of  the  birth 
having  occurred. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
under  the  Act  amounted  to  2,241. 

The  total  notified  is  equal  to  a  percentage  of  88.5  of  the 
births  registered  during  the  same  period,  the  percentage 
is  slightly  lower  than  in  1917,  when  the  peicentage  was  90.3.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  WORK* 

During  the  year  a  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  was 
appointed  and  the  staff  of  Assistant  Health  Visitors  increased 
to  ten.  There  are  separate  districts  for  the  Health  Visitors 
who  carry  out  work  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  School  Clinic,  and  Tuberculosis.  It  is  estimated 
one-third  of  their  time  is  taken  up  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  work. 

All  births  notified, and  registered  are  visited  immediately, 
and  re-visited  up  to  school  age.  Frequent  visits  are  paid  to 
the  same  child  when  indicated.  Full  records  are  kept  on  the 
card  index  system  of  all  children  born  in  the  town,  the  record 
being  handed  to  the  School  Medical  Inspector  when  the  child 
is  of  school  age. 

During  1918  the  Health  Visitors  made  9,419  visits  to 
infants  under  one  year  of  age,  the  following  being  a  summary

Maternity  Hospital  and  Infant  Centre. 

During  the  year  negotiations  were  commenced  with  a 
view  of  obtaining  No.  2,  East  Park  Terrace  (adjoining  the 
Municipal  Dispensary)  for  conversion  into  a  Hospital  for 
complicated  maternity  cases  and  for  the  treatment  of  cases 
of  pregnancy  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease.  It  is  intended 
to  convert  the  lower  portion  of  the  premises  into  an  Infant 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Local  Authority  also  approached  the  Voluntary 
Babies’  Welcome  Committee,  respecting  the  taking  over  of 
the  three  small  centres  controlled  by  the  voluntary 
Association. 
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Midwives  Act,  1902. 

The  number  of  Midwives  who  notified  their  intention  of 
practising  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  amounted  to  29, 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Nineteen  of  the  Midwives  were  trained  nurses,  having 
obtained  their  certificates  by  reason  of  passing  an  examina¬ 
tion  in  Midwifery,  the  remaining  10  were  untrained,  having 
obtained  certificates  owing  to  their  having  been  in  practice 
one  year  before  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

The  number  of  women  in  childbirth  who  were  delivered 
by  Midwives  during  the  year  amounted  to  1,919,  of  which 
1,853  were  live  births  and  66  stillbirths.  The  total  number 
of  births  registered  during  the  same  period  was  2,533,  the 
percentage  of  live  births  attended  by  Midwives  was,  there¬ 
fore,  73.2.

Inspections  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  residence 
of  the  Midwives  of  registers,  bags,  and  appliances.  As  a 
rule,  these  were  found  in  good  order;  notice  to  comply  with 
the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  was  given  in  those 
cases  in  which  neglect  was  found. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  amounted  to  5, 
four  deaths  being  recorded,  the  average  being  2.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  made  compulsorily  notifi¬ 
able  on  ist  April,  1914,  and  Measles  and  German  Measles 
on  the  ist  January,  1916. 


There  were  2,999  visits  and  re-visits  made  to  houses  in 
which  infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  inquiries  were  made 
relative  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and  the  isolation 
of  the  patient.  Information  was  also  given  concerning  the 
precautions  necessary  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease,  and  in  the  case  of  measles  advice  as  to  treatment 
and  nursing  of  patients  where  a  medical  man  was  not  in 
attendance. 

In  connection  with  school  absentees,  78  visits  were  made 
where  non-notihable  infectious  diseases  occurred. 

Of  the  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  under  the  various 
Acts  and  Regulations,  345  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment. 

Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  33  houses  in  which  cases 
occurred.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  58,  which  is  the  lowest  number  recorded 
in  any  one  year  since  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification) 
Act  came  into  force  in  1889.

DIPHTHERIA. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  145,  which  is  8  less  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  is  the  lowest  number  recorded  for  many  years,  the 
average  number  notified  during  the  past  five  years  being  296. 

Seventeen  deaths  occurred  among  the  cases  notified  in  the 
Borough,  which  compares  favourably  with  the  average  of  27 
for  the  previous  five  years.

The  above  table  does  not  include  the  deaths  of  persons  who 
were  landed  in  the  Port  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever  and 
who  subsequently  died  from  the  disease  in  Hospitals  in  the 
Borough. 


Two  of  the  cases  had  arrived  home  unwell  from  abroad 
shortly  before  notification.  Three  cases  had  eaten  shell-fish 
prior  to  their  illness,  two  cases  had  been  in  contact  with 
previous  cases,  but  in  the  remaining  nineteen  cases  no 
evidence  could  be  obtained  that  would  point  to  the  origin  of 
the  infection. 


MEASLES  AND  GERMAN  MEASLES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles 
notified  among  the  civilian  population  of  the  Borough 
amounted  to  2,144,  °f  which  2,082  were  Measles  and  62 
German  Measles.  In  addition,  32  cases  of  Measles  and  1  case 
of  German  Measles  were  notified  among  the  military  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Borough. 


The  epidemic  of  Measles  which  existed  in  the  Borough 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1918  was  a  continuation  of  the 
outbreak  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  which  started  in 
the  Shirley  District  at  the  end  of  January,  1917.  The  disease 
died  down  in  the  summer  months,  but  there  was  a 
recrudescence  in  the  Portswood  Area  in  November,  1917, 
which  gradually  spread  to  the  lower  portion  of  the  tov/n  in 
the  early  part  of  1918,  the  attack  being  most  severe  in  the 
Northam  Ward.  The  epidemic  had  ceased  at  the  end  of 
June,  1918,  only  35  cases  and  no  deaths  occurring  in  the 
last  six  months  of  the  year. 


In  order  that  a  more  comprehensive  view  may  be  gained

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  epidemic 
was  very  general  throughout  the  Borough,  the  Northam  area 
being,  as  is  usual  in  Measles  epidemics,  the  worst  affected. 


Many  of  the  cases  111  the  poorer  neighbourhoods  were 
visited  by  the  Health  Staff  and  advice  and  instructions  given 
as  to  nursing  and  precautions  to  be  taken. 


Two  cases  of  Measles  from  the  Borough  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.  Cases 
were  also  admitted  from  the  crews  of  vessels  in  the  Port 
and  81  military  cases  from  various  camps  in  the  town  and 
neighbourhood.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENEREAL  DISEASES) 
REGULATIONS,  1916. 

The  scheme  proposed  by  the  Local  Authority  for  estab¬ 
lishing  an  organisation  for  the  systematic  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  and  submitted  in  1916  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  received  the  approval  of  the 
Board  during  the  year  and  came  into  operation  on  the  12th 
February,  1918. 

The  arrangements  made  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
as  follow: — 


Municipal  Dispensary,  1,  East  Park  Terrace. 

Clinics  for  women  are  held  on  one  day  a  week  and  for 
males  on  four  days  a  week. 


Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital. 

% 

By  arrangement  with  the  Local  Authority,  Clinics  are 
held  for  males  and  females  on  one  day  a  week.  The  Hospital 
Authority  also  provide  two  beds  for  the  temporary  treatment 
of  acutely  contagious  cases,  and  for  cases  in  need  of  surgical 
treatment. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — Laboratory  work  is  carried  out 
at  the  Municipal  Laboratory,  1,  East  Park  Terrace,  and  the 
Wassermann  Tests  are  carried  out  at  a  Laboratory  approved 
for  this  purpose. 

Treatment  Free. — The  treatment  provided  is  entirely  free, 
and  is  available  for  all  comers  irrespective  of  their  place  of 
residence  or  means.  In  every  case,  every  endeavour  is  made 
to  secure  absolute  secrecy. 

Propaganda  Work. — During  the  year  the  National  Council 
for  Combating  Venereal  Disease  established  a  branch  in  the 
town.  Many  lectures  and  meetings  were  held,  which  were 
well  attended,  and  much  useful  work  was  accomplished. 

The  following  statistical  returns  give  particulars  of  the 
work  carried  out  during  the  year  at  each  of  the  treatment 
centres: 
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Bacteriological  Work. 

All  bacteriological  work  in  connection  with  the  Venereal 
Evening  Clinics  is  done  at  the  Laboratory,  i,  East  Park 
Terrace.  Wasserman  examinations,  however,  are  carried 
out  at  the  Laboratory  of  Charing  Cross  Hospital,  London.

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  from  all  forms  of 
the  disease  is  9  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year;  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  however,  shows  an  increase  of  7  deaths,  but 
other  forms  of  the  disease  a  decrease  of  16. 

The  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  amounted 
to  1.49  per  1,000  persons  living.  This  rate  is  0.07  higher 
than  1917,  and  is  0.12  higher  than  the  average  for  the  past 
five  years.

This  important  part  of  the  work  had  necessarily  to  be  cur¬ 
tailed  owing  to  pressure  of  more  urgent  cases. 
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RESULTS  OF  SANATORIUM  TREATMENT. 

Pulmonary  Cases: 

26  patients  were  admitted  in  the  First  Stage  of  the  Disease.

In  19  patients  the  disease  was  of  comparatively  -short 
duration;  47  were  advanced,  but  showed  prospects  of  improve¬ 
ment;  59  were  permanently  incapable  of  working,  and  13 
were  not  thought  likely  to  live  longer  than  6  months. 

On  discharge,  in  22  cases  the  disease  was  arrested;  56 
showed  much  improvement;  23  showed  improvement;  7  no 
change;  11  were  worse,  and  18  died  in  the  Sanatorium. 

Non-Pulmonary  Cases  : 

Eight  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium.  Three 
were  cured;  4  much  improved,  and  1  improved. 

RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN  PATIENTS  DISCHARGED 
FROM  THE  MUNICIPAL  SCHEME  DURING  1918. 

Pulmonary  Cases: 

Treatment  was  concluded  under  the  Scheme  in  188  cases 
during  the  year.  Of  these  77  were  in  the  first  stage  when 
coming  under  observation,  49  were  in  the  second  stage,  and 
62  in  the  third  stage. 

Eighty-nine  were  of  recent  onset,  50  were  advanced  but 
with  prospects  of  returning  to  work,  43  were  beyond  hope 
of  doing  work  again,  and  6  were  not  expected  to  live  beyond 
6  months. 

On  completion  of  treatment  the  disease  was  arrested  in 
1 12  cases,  22  were  much  improved,  11  were  improved,  8 
showed  no  change,  and  35  were  worse. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  were  able  to  return  to  full 
work,  32  were  able  to  do  light  work,  and  42  were  unable  to 
work. 

Non-Pulmonary  Cases : 

Thirty-one  cases  completed  treatment  during  the  year. 
Of  these  27  were  cured  and  4  were  much  improved. 
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TABULATED  RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN  PULMONARY 

CASES. 

The  tables  which  are  appended  show  the  results  of  treatment 
in  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  the  Borough  Sana¬ 
torium  during  the  year  1918.  A  separate  set  of  tables  show  the 
results  for  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  active  treat¬ 
ment  under  the  Municipal  Scheme  during  the  same  period. 

The  patients  have  been  placed  in  two  groups,  and  show 
in  separate  tables,  those  with: — - 

(a)  Tubercle  Bacilli  found  in  sputum, 

(b)  Tubercle  Bacilli  not  found  in  sputum. 

(c)  Summary  of  the  two  groups. 

The  patients  in  each  group  have  been  classified  as  to  the 
stage  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  coming  under  treatment  ; 
males  and  females  being  shown  separately.  The  classification 
adopted  being  the  Turban-Gerhardt  (Imperial  Board  of  Health). 
They  have  further  been  classified  according  to  the  method  adopted 
in  the  Astor  Report. 

On  discharge  they  have  been  classified  according  to  their 
economic  condition  (working  capacity)  and  also  as  to  their 
physical  condition. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  classification  adopted  : — 

Turban-Gerhardt  Classification  (Imperial  Board  of 

Health). 

Stage  I.— Disease  of  slight  severity,  limited  to  small  areas  of 
one  lobe  ;  that,  for  instance,  in  case  of  infection  of  both 
apices,  does  not  extend  beyond  the  spine  of  scapula 
and  the  clavicle,  or  in  the  case  of  affection  of  one  apex, 
frontal,  beyond  the  second  rib. 

Stage  II. — Disease  of  slight  severity,  more  extensive  than  I., 
but  affecting  at  most  the  volume  of  one  lobe  ;  or  severe 
disease,  extending  at  most  to  the  volume  of  one  half  lobe. 

Stage  III. — All  cases  extending  beyond  II.,  and  all  such  with 
considerable  cavities. 
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Classification  of  Patients,  Astor  Report. 

(1)  Cases  in  which  the  disease  can  be  diagnosed  or  is  strongly 
suspected,  but  in  which  there  is  no  evident  impairment  of 
the  working  capacity. 

(2)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  some  impairment  of  the  working 
capacity,  but  without  marked  evidence  of  ill-health. 

(3)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  evidence  of  acute  illness. 

(4)  Cases  of  a  longer  history  of  illness.  In  some  of  these  cases 
permanent  arrest  of  the  disease  may  be  hoped  for,  but  in 
the  majority,  restoration  to  full  working  capacity  for  more 
than  a  comparatively  short  period  is  not  to  be  looked  for 

(5)  Cases  in  which  there  is  a  permanent  loss  of  working  capacity. 
Many  of  these  patients  live  for  a  considerable  period  in  a 
condition  of  chronic  ill-health. 

(6)  Cases  in  which  a  fatal  termination  within  six  months  is 
probable. 

Economic  Condition  on  Discharge  from  Treatment. 

(1)  No  evident  impairment  of  working  capacity. 

(2)  Some  impairment  of  working  capacity. 

(3)  Marked  loss  of  working  capacity. 

(4)  Very  marked  loss  of  working  capacity 

(5)  Very  marked  loss  of  working  capacity  and  progress  un¬ 
favourable. 

(6)  Probable  fatal  termination  within  6  months. 
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CANCER. 


The  deaths  from  Cancer  amounted  to  158.  This  is  an 
increase  of  one  compared  with  the  previous  yeay  and  is  the 
highest  number  yet  recorded  in  the  Borough  in  any  one  year. 

The  death-rate  from  the  disease  was  1.38  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years  being  1.09.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 


Five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  Hospital  Ship.  This  is  a  decrease  of 
198  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  was  principally 
due  to  an  increase  of  157  in  the  number  of  military  cases 
admitted  for  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  accommodation  was  provided 
for  the  treatment  of  Influenza  cases  among  the  United  States 
Army,  the  medical  staff  and  nursing  being  provided  by  the 
U.S.A.  Authorities.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  were 
admitted,  the  number  of  deaths  being  41.  These  figures  are 
not  included  in  the  following  tables.

OUTBATHING  STATION  AND  AMBULANCE  SHED,  AND 

DISINFECTOR,  WEST  QUAY. 

During  the  year  the  Military  Authorities  took  possession 
of  the  site  of  our  Disinfector  at  West  Quay.  We 
have  thus  been  deprived  of  our  Outbathing  Station, 
Observation  Wards,  Disinfectors,  Ambulance  Shed,  etc. 
This  has  proved  a  serious  loss  to  the  Department, 
the  buildings  at  West  Quay  being  connected  with  one  of  the 
most  useful  branches  of  work  for  the  prevention  of  disease 
in  the  Town  and  Port.  The  site  was  an  admirable  one  for 
the  purpose,  being  easily  accessible  from  the  Town,  or  Port, 
or  Hospital  Ship,  the  buildings  being  used  as  a  discharge 
block  for  the  latter. 
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A  temporary  iron  shed  for  one  disinfector  was  erected 
by  the  Military  Authorities  at  Chapel  Street,  and  temporary 
wooden  huts  have  since  been  erected  on  the  site  of  old  Rifle 
Butts  at  Millbrook.

MEAT  AFFECTED  BY  TUBERCULOSIS  SEIZED  OR 

SURRENDERED. 

The  amount  of  meat  affected  by  Tuberculosis  condemned 
and  destroyed  during  the  year  shows  a  large  increase: 
io,70ilbs.  being  destroyed  in  1918,  compared  with  i,6i81bs. 
in  1917.  This  increase  is  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  fact 
that  meat  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
and  a  very  large  proportion  of  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in 
three  slaughterhouses  which  have  been  taken  over  by  the 
Government.  This  arrangement  enables  more  efficient  super¬ 
vision  and  examination  to  be  carried  out.  The  Ministry  of 
Food  also  now  compensate  Farmers  for  all  tuberculous  meat 
condemned  and  destroyed.

Eight  samples  were  recived  from  Inspectors,  of  which 
four  samples,  or  50  per  cent.,  were  simply  fermented  infusions 
of  hops.  Proceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  were 
taken  in  one  case,  and  a  fine  of  £1  was  obtained. 

Three  samples  were  received  from  the  Police,  of  which 
two  samples  were  adulterated,  one  being  an  infusion  of  hops 
and  the  other  a  50  per  cent,  mixture.  Summonses 
were  taken  under  D.O.R.A.,  and  in  each  case  the  vendor  and 
his  wife  were  fined  £ 2 5  and  costs,  or,  in  the  two  cases,  fines 
totalling  Tioo. 

MILK. 

In  the  case  of  milk,  several  samples  taken  in  transit 
were  adulterated;  but  the  retailers  fetching  the  milk  from 
the  farm,  it  was  held  to  be  in  his  possession  already,  and  not 
really  in  transit.  Being  outside  the  Borough,  our  Inspectors 
could  not  come  between  farmer  and  retailer  in  the  course  of 
transit. 

The  County  Inspectors  were  informed,  and  proceedings, 
resulting  in  convictions  against  the  farmers,  were  taken.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1918- 


The  Port  of  Southampton  remained  under  the  control 
of  the  Admiralty  throughout  the  year,  and  was  practically 
closed  to  all  commercial  traffic. 


Statistics  relating  to  the  number,  tonnage,  and 
passengers  and  crews  of  vessels  entering  the  Port  are  not 
officially  available;  nor  is  it  possible  to  publish  any  detailed 
information  as  to  the  infectious  diseases  landed. 

Nearly  all  the  cases  landed  were  military  cases  from 
Hospital  Ships  which  arrived  in  Port  during  the  year.  Most 
of  these  cases  were  convalescent  on  arrival  and  were  distri¬ 
buted  to  various  Military  Hospitals  and  to  our  Isolation 
Hospital. 


The  number  of  vessels  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff  amounted  to  4,015,  compared  with  4,693  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  crews  and  passengers  and  troops 
landed  in  the  Port  on  the  vessels  that  were  inspected 
amounted  to  1,082,111,  an  increase  of  247,791  over  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  namely:—

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Owing  to  the  large  number  of  vessels  using  the  Port  it 
was  not  possible  to  visit  all  of  them,  and  no  record  could  be 
obtained  as  to  the  number  of  crews  and  passengers  on  same. 

The  undermentioned  Tables,  in  which  it  has  been  usual 
to  give  detailed  information  relating  to  number  of  vessels 
using  the  Port,  tonnage,  passengers,  crews,  ap.d  infectious 
sickness  are  not  published  this  year.  The  shipping  using  the 
Port  was  engaged  almost  entirely  in  connection  with  the 
Expeditionary  Forces,  and  the  Statistics  are  therefore,  at 
the  present  time,  of  military  importance  only.

WATER  BARGES. 

The  water  barges  for  supplying  vessels  with  drinking 
water  were  frequently  inspected  and  found  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

These  barges  obtain  their  water  from  the  Town  Supply.

The  Regulations  were  carried  out  in  this  Port  on  the 
lines  adopted  in  previous  years,  and  with  few  exceptions 
the  cargoes  landed  were  in  good  condition. 

The  officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  willingly  give 
every  assistance  and  co-operation. 

The  official  forms  recommended  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  been  in  use  and  are  found  to  meet  requirements, 
and  in  every  case  where  these  notices  were  issued,  voluntary 
surrender  was  made  for  the  destruction  of  the  articles 
detained. 

The  quantity^ of  food  stuffs  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
food  amounted  to  over  538  tons,  being  a  decrease  of  48  tons 
compared  with  the  year  1917. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  366  tons  of  damaged  butter 
and  cheese  were  forwarded  to  other  districts  for  treatment, 
and  the  Sanitary  Authority  concerned  were  advised  that  the 
same  was  being  forwarded  into  their  district. 

Beef  (Chilled). 

There  was  no  chilled  beef  landed  at  this  Port  during  the 
year. 

Beef  (Frozen). 

The  quantity  landed  at  this  Port  was  approximately 
430,821  qrs. 

Mutton  and  Lamb. 

The  quantity  of  mutton  and  lamb  landed  at  this  Port 
t>  was  approximately  261,428  carcases.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  that  over  400  tons  of 
beef  and  mutton  have  been  condemned  during  the  year. 

Offal. 

An  increased  quantity  of  offal  was  landed,  amounting  to 
32,025  packages,  which  were  well  packed  and  in  good  con¬ 
dition. 

Canned  Meats. 

There  has  been  a  small  quantity  of  canned  goods  landed 
at  this  Port  during  the  year,  and  on  examination  the  same 
was  found  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Fresh  Fruit. 

Greatly  reduced  quantities  of  fruit  were  received;  several 
consignments  of  black  currants  from  France  were  in  very 
bad  condition  on  arrival,  over  45  tons  being  surrendered  and 
destroved.

Gooseberries. 

The  importation  of  Gooseberries  from  any  place  outside 
Great  Britain  (except  the  Channel  Islands)  is  prohibited  by 
Order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  June  1 6th,  1916.
